ECUADOR ARGUING 
AGAIN WITH PERU 


Century - Old Frontier Dis­ 
pute Flares Up; Bomb­ 
ings Reported

MacKenzie Says Slowing 
Of Nazi Drive May Be 
Important Factor

Not only has there been a hard­ 
ening of the Bolshevist defense, but 
Moscow reports heavy Soviet count­ 
er-attacks 
along

battle-line, especially in the crucial

the 
bloody 
Berezina 
river. 
Tills demonstration that, the Reds 
still possess the power of initiative 
is a bright spot for Britain and her 
allies. The fact that the Bolshevists 
are able to stage any sort of offen­ 
sive, after the fortnight of terrific 
punishment 
which 
they 
have 
undergone, 
is 
proof 
that 
their 
strength for resistance hasn’t been 
shattered. 
It would be a mistake, however, 
to Jump to tile conclusion that Hie 
Nazi operations have bogged down. 
It would be equally unwise to try 
to form definite conclusions at this 
juncture as to how much the Mus­ 
covite strength may have been un­ 
dermined. 
There is no doubt that the Com­ 
munists' fierce opposition has re­ 
tarded Hitler's invasion iii marked 
degree, and likely has 
upset 
the 
German schedule, which calls for 
extreme speed. It is even possible 
that this delay may be the deter­ 
mining factor of the outcome of 
this titanic struggle. 
We are on the verge of another 
phase of one of the greatest, per­ 
haps the greatest struggles of all 
time. We must wait ta see what 
happens along the Stalin line be­ 
fore we shall be able to gauge the 
trend of the conflict closely. 
Irrespective of whether the Rus­ 
sians can hold that line, they may 
lay the ground for an ultimate vic­ 
tory if they are able ta interpose 
sufficient 
strength 
to 
turn 
tile 
blitzkrieg into a war of attrition. , 
If Hitler cannot win a quick vic­ 
tory over the Bolshevists, he w ill1 
have done himself a vast disservice 1 
by undertaking his invasion.

Action Taken. Says FDR, 
To Prevent Use By 
Nazis As War Bases

WASHINGTON. July 7.— 
Forces of the United States 
navy arrived in Iceland today, 
In accordance with an un­ 
derstanding 
between 
Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
and 
prime 
minister 
of 
Iceland, 
naval 
forces moved in to supple­ 
ment and eventually replace 
British 
forces which 
have * 
been stationed there to insure 
the adequate defense of that 
country. 
Mr, Roosevelt informed congress 
in a special message of this far­ 
reaching step in America’s foreign 
policy. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the United 
States could not permit “the occu­ 
pation 
by 
Germany of strategic 
outposts in the Atlantic to be used 
as air or nuval bases for eventual 
attack against U.e western h em i­ 
sphere.” 
At the same time, he saki this 
country had no desire to see any 
change in the p cst ut sovereignty 
of thew* regions. 
Iceland 
was 
a 
Danish 
colony 
which eventually became virtually 
independent 
except 
for 
retaining 
allegiance to the King of Denmark. 
After Germany overran Denmark, 
Iceland separated the last tie. 
'Hie United SLules already has 
taken similar steps to insure (hat 
Germany will not occupy Green­ 
land. 
Three-way Threat 
Mr. Roosevelt told congress that 
occupation of Iceland bv Germany 
would constitute a serious threat 
in three dimensions: 
“Tile threat against Greenland 
and the northern portion of tile 
Nortfli American continent, includ­ 
ing tile islands whleli lie off it. 
“Tile threat against all shipping 
in -tile North Atlantic. 
“The threat against (hp steady 
flow of munitions to Britain— wldch 
is a matter of broad policy clearly 
approved by tile congress,’ 
There was no indication of just 
what naval forces had moved into 
Uie

Atlantic 
Island 
nor 
whether 
they

mented by troops. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not indicate, 
either, whether similar action in m*,t 
be 
taken 
against oilier 
possible 
stepping off points for a possible 
German 
attack 
on 
the 
western 
hemisphere. 
But he ha 
spoken of dangers 
which m ight be inherent in any 
Nazi control of such points as Dakar 
cm the west coast of Africa and of 
the Cape Verde and Azores islands, 
which are portuguese, and Ute Ca­ 
nary islands, which are Spanish. 
Along with his message to con­ 
gress, Mr. Roosevelt sent to Capitol 
Hill 
the text of 
the letters ex­ 
changed between himself and the 
prime minister of Iceland. 
Mr. Roosevelt received a letter 
from the prime minister on July I 
and replied the same day. 
It was in line with an under­ 
standing leached in this exchange 
that the navy went into Iceland.

Eleven

re­ 
ceived in excess of $35,000. 
Officials explained 
these 
large 
payments reflected immense hold­ 
ings of farmland 
and 
Insurance 
concerns and banks had acquired 
through investments and foreclos­ 
ures, Hie latter coming about dur­ 
ing the post-World war depression 
The list made public today con­ 
tained the name.i of 43,454 per­ 
sons and concerns 
who 
received 
$1,000 or more in payments 
au­ 
thorized under the soil conserva­ 
tion 
and 
price-adjustment 
pro­ 
grams of the Agricultural Adjust­ 
ment Administration for the 1939 
crop year.

The department explained that 
less then one per cent of the farm 
operators 
who 
cooperated 
with 
the farm programs received more 
than $1,000. 
It said there were 5,- 
756,240 payees under the conserva­ 
tion program. 
They 
received 
a 
total of approximately $500,000,000. 
There were 5.467,000 payees under 
the 
price-adjustment 
program. 
They received about 
$212,000,000. 
In most cases operators who re­ 
ceived one type of payment receiv­ 
ed the other. 
Conservation payments are made 
for adjusting plantings of “soil- 
depleting" 
crops to AAA 
recom­ 
mendations and for carrying

soil-building practices. Parity pay­ 
ments are designed to bring a far­ 
mer's return from the

“basic” crops—cotton, wheat, corn,

long-unrecognized sufferings from 
hay fever now can be relieved. Tile 
human medicines seem to work for 
anima s as well as for men. 
Important Discoveries Seen 
Mitzle’s case 
was 
reported by 
F. W Witich, M. D., of Minneapolis. 
It developed some important dis- 
I coveries about allergy. 
Mitzie really knew she was sick. 
She would enter the doctor’s office 


I 


slightly tense, walk up to him and 
stand almost rigid. 
Regularly she 
came this way for injections and 
nasal sprays or capsules when nec­ 
essary She wou'd stand patiently 
throughout treatments. 
When they were finished, she 
leaped into the 
air 
and frisked 
about tile office like a happy child. 
She knew the treatment was over. 
Her cooperative attitude was a help 
in identifying her trouble as the 
human disease, 
something 
which 
medical men for many years doubt­ 
ed could be possible. 
The dramatic proof came when 
Dr. Wittich was able by skin tests 
to transfer Mitzle’s hay fever sen­ 
sitivity to her mistress, and there 
to identify it as the human kind. 
He also transferred it to another 
dog.

Each ragweed sea­ 
son in Minneapolis, for years, she 
sneezed, cried

i it must be some sort of hay fever.

A Minneapolis newspaper picture 
of Mitzie set Dr. Wittich on his 
search. Tile caption said Mitzie had 
“canine hay fever.” 
Her case was only the prelude to 
more important discoveries.

and then in a male.

allergic puppies is expected soon. 
These 
animals, 
with 
known 
I hereditary allergies exactly like the 


I human kind, are expected to make 
possible two important tests. One 
is the search for a hay fever cure 
: The dogs probably will help doctors 
experiment with new treatments. 
Concerning Shock 
The other test concerns anaphy­ 
lactic shock, which is loss of some 
of the body’s protection to a second 
I exposure of a harmless substance 
Animals and 
humans 
have 
this 
kind of shock. 
It now appears possible that hu­ 
man allergy (hay fever) and shock, 
and the animal counterparts, are 
all one and the same mechanism 
Reports of other animal allergies 
are coming in. One is a horse in 
Ohio, which breaks out in hives 
I (human type) if given one choco­ 
late drop. Another is a Texas cat 
sensitive to food.

The program, to be put Into effect 
as soon as the laboratory is com­ 
pleted on the .shores of Like Pont- 
chartrain, is designed to offset the 
less of foreign markets due to the 
European war and to make po.s ible 
the lowering of manufacturing costs 
of cotton goods.. 
Operatingu on a theory that there 
is a need for research covering cot­ 
ton uses, the department plans to 
cover products such as these which 
may be; made of unspun cotton fiber 
and products formed by the lam ina­ 
tion of unspun libers with yarns, 
fabrics and other materials. 
Department heads admitted, how­ 
ever. 
that 
considerable 
Research 
is 
needed 
in 
developing 
present 
cotton products, and in improved 
processing machinery and methods 
of manufacture. 
Lint Outlets Sought 
Increased outlets for lint must 
be found, spokesmen .said, if pro­ 
duction is to run anywhere near 
the level of the late 1920s or even 
on a level of the past five or six 
yeais. According to their figures, 
approximately 
13,000,000 
baits 
of 
cotton and 5,(KH),COO tons of seed ere 
raised 
annually 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Under the research plan, the lab­ 
oratory will tackle metfhanical pro­ 
cessing problems dealing with the 


development of new and improved 
processing machinery. Through tills, 
officials hope, the quality of cotton 
goods will be improved and 
the 
cost lowered. 
They also hope to develop effi­ 
cient 
and 
economical 
machinery 
and methods for producing cotton 
yarns and fabrics by means other 
than those now in use and to deter­ 
mine the basic physical and other 
use requirements for new or pro- 
po rd cotton products. 
Other points in the program are: 
I — Laboratory testing, including 
the development of new tests and 
equipment, w hee1 necessary to de­ 
termine whether cotton products so 
developed are ready tor actual serv­ 
ice tests. 
^-Service testing to determine if 
the products satisfactorily meet all 
of the use requirement* and to de­ 
termine where they fail. 
Fiber Study to lh* Made 
3 — Technological 
Information, 
such as relationships between fiber 
properties and the utility of cotton 
products. 
4--Chemical finishing of cotton 
products.

Civilians Watch Conflict 
Roll By, Apparently 
Caring Little

rumble of thousands of m achines 
all heading eastw ard. 
One highway, which in days of 
peace was ?. quiet country lane, was 
jammed today w ith traffic of war. 
But there were no special regula­ 
tions lim iting the use of such roads 
by civilians. 
So the G erm an m ilitary police 
make way for a Polish load of hay 
and it is not unusual to see a G er­ 
m an tractor driver hauling tra il­ 
ers on which are hundreds of tons 
of 
artillery 
equipm ent 
slowing 
down with a sharp squeak of brakes 
because a Polish child or flock of 
geese chose this inopportune m o­ 
m ent to cross theh street. 
Here and there are 
groups 
of 
persons trudging through the d ust 
beside the roads. 
The strangest of

company are .sweating m en in uni­ 
form? of the Polish arm y. 
G er­ 
m any and Poland still are nom i­ 
nally a t war, but here's one type 
of uniform the G erm an soldier does 
not recognize as an enemy for

.special reason. 
These are Polish 
soldiers

were taken prisoner by the R us­ 
sians as they m arched into P o la n d , 
in September, 
1939.

been In 
Russian 
prison 
cam ps 
since then. 
Unlock Prison G ates 
The Germ ans, who have overrun 
these prison camps, exam ined them 
swiftly and in most 
cases simply 
unlocked the 
gates. 
Now these 
prisoners, getting a handout here 
and there, are making their way 
back to their homes. 
Sometimes they 
are 
lucky 
to 
hitch a ride from some 
good-na­ 
tured G erm an sergeant in ch arge 
of a truck column. 
But by and large the 
G erm an 
army is completely indifferent to 
civilians. 
The soldiers have a job in the 
east and they are rushing on to 
take care of it. 
They 
dem and 
nothing of the 
countryside 
and 
take fleeting notice only if here 
or there some misguided civilian 
interferes with th a t onward rush. 
M ilitary law prevails 
in 
every 
community occupied by the G er­ 
mans. It is strict but simple.

Persons 
harboring 
Russians or in any way hinder; g 
the eastw ard m arch of the G 
m an arm y are subject to tile dea r 
penalty.
